The Salt Lake Constitutional Conven- 
tion Woman Question.

SALT LAKE (Utah,) March 29.— Nearly 
the entire day was again taken up in the 
constitutional convention in a discussion 
on the woman suffrage question. Roberts 
and Goodwin spoke against the measure, 
and Varian and other in favor of it. 

Roberts insisted that woman suffrage 
would endanger the constitution. He re- 
ferred to woman suffrage in other States, 
and said that of the 35,000 women regis- 


8000 voted, and that 5000 of the number 
were so disgusted that they would never 
go to the polis again.

WASHINGTON, March 29.—News of an 
unconditional @rmistice has been declared 
by the Emperor’ of Japan is. contirmed by 
the Japanese legation, where it was stated 
a cablegram % this effect had been re- 
ceived from the home government. 

The power of the Japanese government 
to execute the armistice will now be put 
to ‘a ‘crucial test. The military power of 


Japan has almost outstripped the civil 


power during the, war. This has caused 
serious concern, 42 it has been feared 
that the military element, backed by the 
war spirits Among the people, would not 
submit to au armistice, even if the civil 
authorities ordered one. To meet this 
emergeney, @ Change of army commanders 
was. recently made. 

There has been three army corps oper 
ating in different campaigns, and each un- 
der a general of supreme authority over 
his particular campaign. About three 
weeks ago, im anticipation of the arm- 
istice, Prinee Komatsu was created com- 
mander-in-chief over all the armies.

The full text of the cable 
received at the Japanese legation toda; 
regarding the armistice is as follows: 


Chinese plenipotentiary proposed an arm- 
fstice,. which Japan was willing to accept 
on certain conditions. While this negotia- 
tion was going on the untoward event hap- 
péned to the person of the Chinese pleni- 
potentiary. His Majesty, the Emperor, in 
view of this unhappy occurrence, com- 
manded the Japanese plenipotentiaries to 
consent to a temporary armistice without 
conditions. This was. eommunicated tc 
the Chinese plenipotentiary.” 

China made the offer of an armistice 
and the peace plenipotentiaries of Japan 
were empowered by the Emperor to ac- 
cept it without condition. This was done 
in view of the attempted assassination of 
Li Hung Chang. The armistice, Minister 
Kurino of the Japanese legation, said, will 
be effective until the peace negotiations 
are concluded. After the meeting of 
peace ambassadors had been decided on, 
China requested the declaration of an ar- 
mistice, but Japan had, Minister Kurino 
said, not been inclined to stop warlike 
operations except on certain conditions. 
These conditions are not known, but it is 
suggested probably the occupation of Taku 
might have been one—Japan wishing some- 
thing as a guarantee of willingness and 
earnestness of the Chinese for an amicable 
settlement of the war. China evidently 
could not arrive at any conclusion to 
agree to the stipulations demanded by 
Japan, but the attempt on the life of the 
Chinese pease ambassador solved the prob- 
lem for the time being and hostilities will 
be suspended. There will be no with- 
drawal of Japanese troops from Chinese 
territory, however. 

The declaration of an armistice wae 
most welcome news to the Chinese Le- 
gation, although it was eecep:ed with the 
‘| stolid?ty and passive dignity which is char- 
acteristic of the race. The first werd of 
the armistice reached the legation through 
the Associated Press. Minister Yang-Yu 
had received no offteial ccmmunication 
from China, nor from the Sate Depart- 
ment. Under these circumstances, he 
asked to be excused from ‘discussing the 
situation. The numerous attaches of the 
legation were evidently glad that the 
tedious and discouraging struggle was at 
an end. 

There was some doubt as to the mean- 
ing of the term “uncond*tional’’ armistice, 
although this was accepted as meaning 
that recent events, including probably the 

of Prince Li,. had induced the 
envoys to agree to an armistice before 
agreeing exactly on the terms of peace. 
It 16 felt that the arrangements of these 
terms will still be a difficult task. The 
feeling in the interior of China, where the 
direct effec:s of the war have not been 
felt, is very strong against a cession of 
te . Moreover, the payment of a 
cash indemnity will necegsitate the impo- 
sition of heavy taxes on the people and 
consequent depression. These considera- 
‘thons, together with the recent losses and 
ravages of war, make the future cf China 
so problematical that the officers would not 
discuss it, beyond the probabilities of re- 
suming commerce.

“The home issues are rarely mentioned 
except from a standpoint of news. I cam 
not speak the Japanese language, but it fs 
easy to write. Owing to the similarity of 
the characters used in writing, the Chi- 
nese and Japanese can readily converse 
wher they write their ideas. In that way 
I have consulted many Japanese residents, 
but I have failed to find one who expresses 
a harsh feeling toward the Chinese in 
America. The Chinese are non-committal, 
and the Japanese have not withdrawn their 
petronage of our games and legitimate 
business. I cannot recall a single quarrel 
between the races that was engendered by 
the issues of the war.” ° 

AMONG THE ISLANDS. 

LONDON, March 29.—The Times will to- 
morrow publish a dispatch from Peking, 
saying that further excitement has been 
caused in that city by the reports of Japa- 
nese advances on Shanghai-Kwan and the 
Ieland of Formosa, and the attempt to as- 
sassinate Li Hung Chang at Shomonoseki. 
The correspondent learns that Li Hung 
Chang is now about to continue the peace 
negotiations, although he still remains 
much disturbed by the attempt upon his 
life.. The Japanese officers are very watch- 
ful to prevent any further trouble. It is 
reported in Peking that the attack on Li 
Hung Chang was made by Rokunosuki in 
reyenge for the execution of his brother 
in Tien-Tsin at the beginning of the. war. 

A Hongkong dispatch to the Times says 
that the general commanding the Chinese 
forces on Pescadore Island telegraphed on 
March 23 that he had sunk two Japanese 
vessels, Later he telegraphed that the 
Japanese had captured two forts. A 
Shanghai dispatch to the Times says that 
nine Japanese cruisers and two gunboats. 
the squadron being under the command of 
Admiral Ito, bombarded the forts on Peng- 
hui Island on March 23. One thousand 
troops were landed, and an attack was 
made on the fort, which dominated the 
others. 

The Chinese d the position dur- 
ing the night, and the Japanese entered 
on the morning of March 24. The Japa- 
nese then turned the guns on the other forts 
which matie no reply. The magazine of 
one of the western forts exploded before 
the position was evacuated by its defend- 
ers. Only 1000 prisoners were taken, the 
other Chinese being allowed to escape in 
junks. The Japanese loss was one killed 
and twenty-seven wounded. The victors 
will leave 3000 men to guard Penghui Isl- 
and. Provisions for four months will also 
be left there. The Japanese Lave now se- 
cured a southern basis for their operations, 
and the fleet is about to leave, in view of 
peace having been established on the isl-

HONGKONG, March 29.—-The Japanese 
are bombarding Tai-Wan, the capital town 
of Formosa.

A VALUABLE COMPOUND. 
PHILADBLPHIA, March 29.—The presi- 
dent of the company which manufactures 
cellulose received a cablegram from Paris 
today, announcing that the news had been 
received there that at the battle of Yalu, 
the Japanese battleship Matusimi was 
pierced by a six-inch shot, but the ship 
— but slight damage because of the 
cellulose in her cofferdams quickly expand - 
ing and closing the breach. This is the first 
time that cellulose has been tested in a 
na vai battle. 
COMMENT AT LONDON. 
LONDON, March 30.—The Times this 
morning says editorially that official news 
of the declaration of an armistice by the 
Emperor of Japan has been received in 
London. It will be hailed everywhere with 
general satisfaction. The more prudent 
Japanese statesmen have y become 
convinced that the occupation of Peking 
would = entail consequences 
which they are prepared to meet. 
Tho idea that 2 * 3 action was the 
result of a generous impulse connected 
with Li Hung Chang can hardly be ac- 
cepted as probable. It cannot be hastily 
assumed that the war will end until 
Japan’ a demands are heard.

Passage of a Federal Act to Establish 
Separate Schools Would be 
Dangerous. 


How the Result May be Brought 
About—Upheaval Would Strain 
the Bonds of the Con- 
federation.

OTTAWA (Ont.,) March 29.— Although 
full particulars of the action taken by the 
Dominion government regarding the Mani- 
tcba school question have been before the 
public for some days, it is only now 
learned that this action is being fully un- 
derstood. The Dominion government has 
done two things: It has ordered the pro- 
vincial authcrities to re-establish the sep- 
arate schools abolished in 1890, and, failing 
compliance by the province, the Domin- 
ion has stated, in so many words, that 
a Federal act will be passed for the pur- 
pose of attaining this object. And it is at 
this point that the danger of the situation 
appears. 

The provinces have always been jealous 
of their ights of self-government, and an 
attempt to encroach on these rights by 
the passage of a Federal law to accomplish 
a provinicial object will evoke a vigorous 
protest from every member of the confed- 
eration cutside Quebec. This outcry will 
be especially vigorous in Manitcba and On- 
tario, because a Federal law o passed 
for the purpose of e, eee 
schools cannot be repealed by any power 
short of that of the ee Parliament 
ci England. 

Not only this, if the separate schools 
are re-established by Federal legislation in 
Manitoba, a precedent will be established 
which will permit of the Dominion in- 
terfering to prevent the Ontario Legisla- 
ture from divesting the separate schools 
of the province of privileges conferred. by 
the latter body. It is because of the far- 


9 involved that there 


is such hostility to the entering wedge of 
Federal interference. It is probable that 
the re-establishing of separate schools will 
be done by a Federal enactment, relieving 
Roman Catholic taxpayers in <Man!to 
frum local taxation for public schools and 
giving Roman Catholic school boards power 
to levy rates on their own peoplo for the 
maintenance of their own schools. 

Further than this, it is likely that the 
Dominion government will retain a portion 
of the subsidy payable by the Dominion 
to the province under the terms of union 
and apply this as a supplement to the 
funds raised by local taxation for separate 
school purposes. Unless the present Do- 
minion government is defeated before re- 
Medial legislation, and another party is 
placed in power that will respect provincial 
rights, there will be an unheaval that will 
strain the bonds of confederation. 

STORIES ABOUT TUPPER. 

TORONTO, March 29.—The World says 
today it has good reason for believing 
that Sir Charles Tupper will retain the 
portfolto of Minister of Justice. If this be 
so it shows that the Premier succeeded in 
patching up a truce for the present. The 
Mail, the government organ, gives a strong 
denial to the whole resignation story. 

THE WISEST COURSE. 

WINNIPEG (Manitoba,) March 29.—No 
amendment was offered by the opposition 
in the Legislature on the school question, 
and after Lieut.-Gen. Schulze had given 
royal assent to a number of bills passed, 
the House adjourned until May 9, when 
Premier Greenway will announce the gov- 
ernment’s reply to the remedial order 
from Ottawa. Members of the opposition 
have all agreed with the Premier that an 
adjournment was the wisest course to wane 
at this critical period. 

PATCHED UP. 

OTTAWA (Ont.,) March 29.—Trouble be- 
tween Sir Charles Tupper and his col- 
leagues has been patched up, and today he 
was in his office in the Department of Jus- 
tice. It is understood that the conditions 
on which Sir Charles withdrew his resig- 
nation are that no government Dill will 
be introduced in the next session on the 
question of the Manitoba schools, and that 
the matter be left an open question.

The Gang Unearthed at San 
Francisco. 


Opium as Well as Chinese Certificates 
May be Brought to 
Light. 


The Old Boyd-Ciprico Outfit not a 
Marker to the Late Combine— 
Branches Established in 
Nine Cities.

SAN FRANCISCO, March 29.—Every 
one of the five forgers captured by the 
Federal detectives is begging the privi- 
lege of turning traitor to his confederates 
that he may escape and they may be con- 
victed. The government fortunately needs 
no traitors, and, unless the present plans 
are changed, none of the conspirators will 
be allowed to turn State’s evidence. The 
internal revenue agents claim that they 
have a complete case against the arrested 
men and they are firmly convinced that 
two of them are far too dangerous to 
eiven their liberty. | 

Hartson L. Foss and Frederick D. Cip- 
rico are unquestionably the leaders of the 
conspiracy. Max Katzauer and Moses 
Greenwald are not credited with intelli- 
gence enough to plan such a scheme 
against the government and D. J. Sullivan 
Has only been a member of the gang two 
weeks. Foss was the first to attempt to 
expose his confederates, and that is one 
reason why the government is inclined to 
call upon him last should the necessity de- 
mand. In his eagerness to escape punish- 
ment he exposed another ring of which 
the Federal government has known for 
months. He has been suspected of being 
one of the leaders of the Honolulu opium 
ring, and has now given confirmation of 
the suspicion. 


OPERATIONS OF THE GANG. 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 29. — After 
many delays the internal revenue depart- 
ment has finally succeeded in landing one 
of the biggest gangs of counterfeiters that 
have operated in California since the days 
of the Boyd-Ciprico gang. That combina- 
tion sold the red certificates issued to Chi- 
nese by the customhouse in China and 
reaped a fortune. Boyd ran away to Aus- 
tralia, came back and turned State’s evi- 
dence against Ciprico, and afterward shot 
himself. Ciprico was acquitted, Kip never 
came to trial, and Whaley fled the coun- 
try. Another of the gang died before his 
case was called. 

There were five conspirators in the 
Boyd-Ciprico gang, and there are five in 
the ome just landed. Like its predecessor, 
it also dealt in fraudulent Chinese certifi- 
cates. The names of the men arrested are 
H. L. Foss, freight-clerk.on the Occidental} 
Steamship Company’s dock; James H..Sul- 
livan, formerly a deputy county clerk; Max 
Katzauer, a new arrival from Victoria, and 
said to be the leading smuggler of Puget 
Sound; Fernando D. Ciprico, the man who 
was tried and acquitted for complicity in 


the Boyd-Ciprico ring, and M,/Greenwald, 
brother of Louis Greenwald, the man now 
serving time in San Queptin for being 


mixed up in the operation of the Emerald 
smuggling ring. They are all charged with 
conspiraty in attempting to land Chinese 
im the United States by means of forged 
cemificates.  . 

The counterfeiters were caught in a 
room down town which had been a rendez- 
yous, and in which many of their opera- 
tions took place. The officers had to break 
in the door, and when they secured admis- 
sion they found one man tearing up docu- 
ments, while another was caught throwing 
a package of certificates out of the window 
where they were caught by a waiting de- 
tective below. Marked photographs for the 
certificates were seized as were also seals, 
rubber stamps and other paraphernalia 
used in the counterfeiting. All the mem- 
bers of the gang were landed in the 
Coumy Jail. 

The band had already established agen- 
cies at Vancouver, Boise City, Helena, 
Lincoln, Denver, Chicago, Philadelphia, 
New York and Victoria, and had laid plans 
to do business not only with the Chinese 
they intended to import, but with as many 
as possible of the 80,000 unregistered Chi- 
nese 8 osed to be in the United States. 
Estimating that they could have reached 
20 per cent. of the unregistered residents, 
or 16,000, they deheld the profits of their 
enterprise running far into the millions, 
ard they believed that their fabulous prof- 
its would soon be enough to enable them 
to bribe officials, buy juries, influence poli- 
tics and otherwise escape the penalties of 
their crimes. Seven Chinese firms in this 
city were in partnership with the forgers, 
and they had agreed to take 15,000 of the 
certificates without much delay. 

The band is supposed to have begun Its 
operations in Philadelphia, where there is 
a large paper factory and printing office, 
the proprietors of which are believed to 
have undertaken the contract of making 
the paper and shipping it to Portland. The 
imitation certificates have beem used and 
were about to be used more extensively 
for two purposes: the landing of new ar- 
rivals from China by way of Mexico and 
British Columbia, and for the protection of 
Chinese now unlawfully in the United 
States. 

This morning the prisoners were taken 
in charge by the United States marshal 
They were all very much dispirited and 

to talk. It is understood that 
Greenwald, Sullivan and Foss are ready 
to make a confession. Ciprico, too, it is 
gaid. is willing to tell of his connection 
with the ring. The authorities will make 
three charges against each of t con- 
spirators. They will be accused of con- 
spiring to forge.a government document, 
of forging Collector Welborn’s name and 
also of violating sec. S of the exclusion 
act, which. provides: That any person 
who shall knowingly and falsely alter or 
substitute any name for the name written 
in a certificate, or forge such certificate 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
uon conviction thereof shall be fined in 
@ zum not exceeding $1000, or imprisoned 
in the penitentiary for a term of not more 
than five years. 

With these charges against them it is 
believed the prisoners will have a hard 
time to escape. The evidence is so con- 
clusive that the authorities are not in- 
clined to heed the offers of several of the 
culprits to turn State’s evidence. That 
more arrests are to follow in connection 
with the certificate forgery there is little 
doubt. In fact, it is known that several 
other parties are suspected, and, although 
still enjoying their liberty, they are kept 
under surveillance by the special agents. 
The prisoner Foss has hinted to the offi- 
cers that he could put them on the trail 
of a big gang of opium smugglers who 
are operating between this port and Vic- 
toria and Honolulu.

COURT PROCEEDINGS. 

SAN FRANCISCO, March 29.—Ferdi- 
nand Ciprico, Harston L. Foss, D. J. Sul- 
livan, (the ex-deputy tax collector,) Max 
Katzauer and Moses Greenwald were all 
arraigned before United States Commis- 
sioner Heacock today. They are charged 
with forging and uttering a certificate of 
residence issued to a Chinese contrary to 
the amended law of November 3, 1893, and 
also with conspiracy. The penalty is a 
term of imprisonment not to exceed five 


ears. 
When the men —— before the 
commissioner they had nothing to say in 
their behalf. Attorney T. D. Riordan, who 
appeared for them, waived the reading of 
the information and then Commission Hea- 
cock set the bail in the ease of Foss, 
Ciprico and Katzauer at $10,000 each, and 
that of Greenwald and Sullivan, at $5000 
each. Riordan made an attempt to have 
the bail reduced, on the ground that two 
of his clients could not possibly raise the 
$10,000 and consequently would have to re- 
main in jail until their cases were tried. 
The United States District Attorney ob- 
jected and the hearing of the matter was 
put over until next Monday at 2 p.m. The 
prisoners accordiggly had to spend an- 
other night in jail, but the chances are 
that some of them will get out on bail 
tomorrow. 

Among the mem suspected but not ar- 
rested are a brother and brother-in-law 
of Ciprico, and a couple of people now in 
Oregon. Ciprico is a great friend of Foss 
and the pair were often seen in confer- 
ence on the dock. A man known as 
“Opium Brown” is also said to have been 
in the plot, but the internal revenue offi; 
cers have not sufficient evidence against 
any of them to warrant an arrest. 

From information that is now leaking 
out it appears that some of the men under 
arrest were not only engaged in the man- 
ufacture and sale of forged certificates, 
but were also in the opium-smuggling 
business, The drug was brought here 
from Victoria, B. C., and shipped to Hon- 
olulu, where two five-tael cans are said 
to be worth $50. When Foss got wind 
that the revenue people were on his trail 
he telephoned for a deputy collector, say- 
ing that he wanted to give information 
of a big scheme to defraud the United 
States government. To the man sent out 
by Collector Welborn he said there was 
a big opium deal on foot by which the drug 
was to be shipped to Honolulu by the 
wholesale. All the men suspected of being 
in the deal are now out of town, but Rev- 
enue Agents McGlachlin and Thomas ex- 
pect to catch them in a few weeks. 

If the men now in jail are to be be- 
lieved there are two gangs among last 
night’s arrests. Ciprico, Foss and Sulli- 
van assert that they never saw Katzauer 
or Greenwald in their lives before until 
yesterday, when they all met in the United 
States Marshal’s office. The three men 
first named were all caught in the Wells- 
Fargo building, while Katzauer and 
Greenwald were caught in the Castle“ 


‘saloon on the corner of Stockton and 


O'Farrelt streets. The latter profess not 
to. know anything about the fraudulent 
certificates and say they can prove their 
innocence. 
SMUGGLED CBLESTIALS. 

NEW YORK, March 29.—The customs 
authorities are in receipt of information 
that some of the persons engaged in smug- 
gling Chinamen exposed a year ago, and 
are resuming business, and small batéhes 
of celestrials are arriving here from both

SENSATIONS AT BOISE. 


BOISE (Idaho,) March 29.—Special Agent. 
Beane of the Troasury Department this 
afternoon received word from Port Town- 
send that five Chinese were held there, 
having attempted to land on certificates 
showing them to be Boise merchants. In- 
vestigation shows no such Chinese were 
ever here, and it is believed that the certi- 
ficates are forged. The special agent has 
already been at work on the wholesale for- 
gery here, in which the names of Chinese 
have been forged upon registration papers, 
and some sensational developments are

HAS QUIT TALKING. 


Thurston Arrives at Chicago and Re- 
| fuses to Unbosom Himself. 
CHICAGO, March 28-~-Minister Thurston, 
the former Minister »f the Hawaiian Is- 
lands at Washington, arrived at Chicago 
this afternoon from the East on his way 
to Honolulu. Mr. Teurston declined posi- 
tively to make any statement whatever 
concerning the recent unpleasantness at 
Washington. He said he would leave for 
San Francisco tonight and proceed directly 
to Honolulu. He had no idea, he says, who 
will be appointed his successor: 

Regarding the reported settlement of the 
China-Japan war, Mr. Thurston said he 
had no idea that it would have any effect 
whatever on the situation in Hawali. Re- 
garding his own government and its prob- 
able action in view of his trouble with the 
United States, he refused to say anything. 
He was met by Consul-General Job of Ha- 
waii, and remained with Job during his 
brief stay here.

A BIT OF "ANCIENT” HISTORY 
FROM WORCESTER. 


The Suit Against Barbed-wire Manu- 
facturer Philip Moen Recalled. 

Extortion and Blackmail 

Was Charged. 

Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

NEW YORK, March 29.—Citizens of 
Newark are wondering whether or not they 
have been harboring Doc“ Wilson the last 
three years.. Levi Washburn Moen is the 
name under which the suspected person 
‘lives, and he is a traveling salesman for a 
New York safe house. Few men had 
greater newspaper notoriety in this coun- 
try than ‘“‘Doc’’ Wilson. His career began 
in 1875, when he was employed at Worces- 
ter, Mass., as coachman for A! B. Knowles, 
the millionaire loom manufacturer. 

His experience as coachman had given 
him a taste for horses, and he soon bought 
‘a large number of trotters, which he kept 
in a fine stable, saying he would eventually 
start. a stock-farm and raise the fastest. 
animals in the world. . During one year he 
spent more than $75,000 on his stable alone. 

The source of his income was made 
known when he brought suit for $150,000 
against Philip L. Moen, the big barb wire 
‘manufacturer of Worcester, on the ground 
of breach of contract. It was developed 
that Moen trad paid him more than $400,000. 
Moen admitted that he had given Wilson 
the money, but said it had been given under 
eompuilston, and that it was a species of 
blackmail. According to the story told 
at the time, Wilson met Moen at the lat- 
ter’s stable one morning in 1875. He said 
he had seen some one conimit some crime 
and would inform the authorities unless 
he was given $100,000. What the crime 
was or when committed, it was never told, 
though many stories were aloft concerning 
it. The one that was generally believed 
was that a Hungarian refugee had been 
spirited away and murdered. 

Before coming to Newark Moen visited 
and fell in love with a pretty brunette, 
whom he married. Moen himself was out 
of town and his wife professed not to 
know much of his past history. When 
questioned by a reporter last night, she 
said in answer to the question: “Is your 
husband related to the Moens at Worces- 
ter?” es,“ was the reply. There's my 
husband’s portrait on the wall. It is said 
to look like Philip L. Moen.” 

That's the man he had the suit agalnst, 
is it not?“ 

“Yes, but that was eight or ten years 
ago. I don’t know what that suit was 
about exactly. I don’t remember it, but 
I believe it caused quite a sensation.”

TAMPA (Fla.,) March 29.— Puerto Prin- 
cipe has been declared in a state of rebel- 
lion by the Spanish government. This 
makes four out of five provinces of the 
island in a state of revolution. If the re- 
port that Maximo Gomez is now at the 
head of the uprising in Puerto Principe is 
confirmed, passengers from Havana de- 
clare that so soon as this is officially 
known the whole island will rise en masse. 
Two engagements were had, one in 
Bayamo and one in Holguin. The insur- 
rectionists were successful, and had not 
reinforcement arrived, Gen. Sanocilde and 
his troops would have fallen into the hands 
of the insurgents. 

The manifesto issued by the rebels invit- 
ing Spaniards to espouse the Cuban cause 
has resulted in gaining valuable support 
for the insurgents, many Spanish officers 
having joined the Cuban forces. A battle 
was fought at Guanabano Saturday. The 
Cubans were victorious. 

Two engagements occurred in Manzan- 
filo this week. Capt. Guerra was in com- 
mand of the Cubans and Col. Avois of the 
Spanish forces. The latter were defeated 
with heavy losses, including two Officers,

SANTA ROSA, March 29.—The famous 
Carriger will contest case comes up in the 
Superior Court here next Wednesday.

FAT FEI FEES. 


What it Might Cost to be Carved Up 
at Oakland.

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The first address was by William Carey 
Jones of Berkeley, on “Some Types of 
Universities.“ This very profound address 
commenced way back at the birth of the 
university, which was said to have taken 
place in France and Italy, in the second 
part of the middle ages. They were 
founded by foreign princes, popes and pub- 
lic benefactors. In 1196 the celebrated 
Irnerius was called from Ravenna, where 
he was a judge, to Bologna, to teach the 
Roman law. In the course of the twelfth 
century there was added to the curriculum 
of study the canon law, medicine, theology 
and philosophy. In Paris was the first 
great university of the west established. 
The degree of was conferred in 


dence in the name of the 
University of Germany ‘was derived first

The German university is a

English universities. The

and the university is under the direct con- 
trol of the state. In England the univer- 
sity is a free corporation on an educational 
basis; it governs itself and maintains it- 
self on an income derived from ‘‘founda- 
tion,” and the state bas nothing to do 
with dts ordinary administration. England 
has preserved intact the type of the middle 
ages, with its twenty colleges united 
around the University of Oxford and sev- 
enteen around the University of Cam- 
bridge. é 

The German university embraces many 
branches that in other countries are rele- 
gated to special schools; they are not sim- 
Ply schools, but laboratories of science, and 
because continual scientific production has 
to be the soul of their teaching. Men of 
the greatest scientific capacity are called 
to be professors, The speaker then quoted 
at length from Von Sybel, who says that 
the student should be the diciple of sci- 
ence, as the acquisition of a certain scien- 
tific maturity and elasticity of the mind 
is the best preparation for any profession. 

The university in America is not really 
a university in the sense Europeans at- 
tach to the word, but a compound of col- 
lege and university. As an institution 
wholly detached from school work done by 
colleges, and containing all tha faculties 
organically connected with the universi- 
tas literarum, it does not exist. The uni- 
versity of every country must represent 
the life and character of that country. The 
American university is the outgrowth of 
the American college. It includes within 
itself, with but very few exceptions, the 
college as its central core, and combines 
the functions of the college according to 
American traditions, teaching, culture, sci- 
ence and research. The principal function 
of the university is to train leaders, men 
who have originating power; who push be- 
yond the beaten paths of habit, tradition 
and custom. A university is judged by the 
type of manhood it develops. The univer- 
sities of California must be adapted to the 
people, to the character of the schools, to 
the requirements of their new social and 
undeveloped resources. They must be of 
the people, and for the people,“ not in any 
low or unworthy sense, but in the highest 
and noblest relations to their intellectual 
and moral well-being. 

The second paper in the programme was 
by M. B. McDuffie, president of the School 
Board, Santa Barbara, on “English in Pub- 
lic Schools.“ Mr. McDuffie considers the 
present method of teaching English in the 
schools to be a failure. The majority of 
people think that it is well taught, and 


if it is not, that the fault is not in the 


schools. Upon inquiry it was found that 
there is no direct method employed, like 
that in teaching arithmetic, and that the 
child gets only the faintest ideas of what 
he reads. Thirtily, that the most compe- 
tent cducators declare English as taught 
in the public schools to be a failure. The 
mother tongue is universally neglected: 
young men come up for the universities 
unable to express themselves in correct 


English. The radical defect is in 
the teaching of it in the elemen- 
tary schools, and reflects severely 


upon the methods used in these schools. 
The speaker recommended the appointment 
of special teachers to instruct in English, 
as this study is more important than all 
the other subjects combined in the ele- 
mentary school. It présupposes the power 
to think, and whoever does not think 
clearly, cannot express himself clearly. It 
is the first duty of teachers to awaken 
ideas, and to teach the correct expression 
of them. Pupils should be sent into the 
world with the power to think clearly, as 
he will not be a good citizen unless he 
does. It has been said that there are three 
ways of getting a living: to earn, beg or 

steal it, and somebody has added two other 
ways, to marry or inherit it. Schools 
should fit pupils for their duty, and teach- 
ing them English is the best way to lead 
to it. The American youth properly taught 
the English tongue, commands respect 

from all; language is of more assistance 
to the average youth than any other thing 
the public school can offer. Much im- 
portance is put upon incidental teaching, 
but practically it is a humbug. The fa- 
mous committee of ten said that uniess 
there was hearty co-operation between the 
teachers, there was no remedy for the un- 
satiisfactory teaching of English in ‘he 
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Here Mr. McDuffie sadly 
contradicted himself by quoting many fa- 
mous and learned men, as John Bright, 
Gladstone, Marlowe and Shakespeare, who 
never studied grammar, and yet could ex- 
press themselves correctly. The speaker

concluded by declaring that none but 
specially trained teachers should be em- 
ployed in the public schools. It is the 
birthright of the American child to ex- 
press his thoughts clearly. 

The next paper was “Child Study for 
Naturalists, by Thomas F. Bailey, Berke- 
ley. After considerable wailing in deep 
water, Mr. Bailey managed to strike a 
landing in the vicinity of his subject, and 
said that teachers studied ancient law, but 
not children; the same prescription is not 
good for all children, and it is the busi- 
ness of teachers to study the children, and 
help them to help themselves to go aright. 
Teachers should cases with their 
various symptoms, like the doctor, and 
have the child under their close abserva- 
tion.

This German gentleman viewed 
woman as an illustration of how bad the 
world really is. From his twenty-five 
awful counts against the unfortunate sex, 
he left his readers with the belief that 
woman has been and always will be a thor- 
ough-going Philistine. From the stand- 
point of evolution the sexes are equal and 
man is just as much a home-maker as 
woman. What is deficient on one side is 
made up on the other. Long life is only 
"justified by the good we can do to the 
coming race. Culture for culture's sake, 
not putting it to the use of the race cuts 
no figure from the standpoint of evolu- 
tion. There is an automatic law which 
goes all through nature, the law of natural 
selection. The value and purpose of our 
senses is for guiding our actions, and the. 
senses are gauged for what they have to 
do, and will go on as far as is necessary. 
Whatever is desirable becomes necessary 
when it is possible, Through this law we 
have the formation of man and of woman. 
The tendency of evolution ot races, is to 
make parents not only parents, but part of 
invironment of the children. The relation 
of the two to coming generations has been 
and must be equal. As women sre freed 
from. the necssity of fastening themselves 
to some man, they have a hetter ebhat ee 
of development.

NATIONAL POWER SUPREME. 


Atty.-Gen. Olney, in stating the case 
of the government in the Debs habeas 
corpus case, brought out one point 
which is highly important, and is in 
strict accord with every principle of 
sound government. “The moment Con- 
gress acts upon any matter which is a 
part of commerce,” said Mr. Olney, 
“from that moment the jurisdiction of 
the United States becomes absolute 
and excludes all other authority. All 
the interstate commerce, railroads of 
the country are practteally. put in 
charge of a commission Which IS to Se 
to it that their duties as interstate car- 
riers, as prescribed by Congress, are 
faithfully discharged.” 

There is no logical evasion of this 
simple proposition. There is in this 
doctrine no invasion of State rights, 
though some superficial newspaper 
writers profess to believe there is. The 
regulation of interstate commerce is a 
national, not a State function. The 
United States government has full 
power and authority, under the Consti- 
tution, to enforce United States laws. 
The employment of national troops 
when necessary ta enforce national 
laws is no more an encroachment upon 
State rights than is the exercise of 
jurisdiction by United States courts 
for the same purpose. It is all bosh to 
talk of “centralization” of power in the 
national government by any such nec- 
essary means. 

When combinations are formed in 
restraint of interstate commerce, it is 
the manifest duty of the general gov- 
ernment to enforce its authority and 
open the lines of traffic as soon as pos- 
sible. The interstate commerce law 
Was passed by the National Legisla- 
ture to regulate and promote interstate 
commerce. This law must be upheld 
by the judicial and executive branches 
of the government. This is a national, 
hot a local, question. 

The Cleveland administration has 
been guilty of many sins of omission 
and of commission. But its“ course 
during the turbulent scenes of last 
July was such, for the most part, as 
to command the cordial indorsement 
of every truehearted American citi- 
zen. Condemnation of the govern- 
ment's action in that crisis comes al- 
most wholly from the leaders and the 
aposties of disorder. 

In a purely local or State affair, the 
national government has no jurisdic- 
tion. But when national issues are 
involved the authority of the national 
governinent is paramount, and must 
be so in order to enable the govern- 
ment to maintain its legitimite power. 
discharge its proper functions, and 
command respect at home and abroad. 


GOLD AND SILVER. 


In a recent issue of the London 
Times the question of gold and silver 
values is discussed in a two-column 
editorial article, written in the usual 
pompous, prolix, and circumlocutory 
style of that journal. Among the ob- 
jections to bimetallism which the 
Times puts forward is the alleged 
“necessity of founding it upon a series 
of assumptions.” “The first assump- 
tion,” it adds, “is that all gold and 
silver may be regarded as money, and 
Can consequently be kept at an arti- 
ficial level by the adoption of an in- 
ternational ratio. But an immense 
amount of the gold and silver in the 
world is used for other purposes than 
that of coinage, and the value of this 
metal cannot be determined by any 
international agreement.” 

The fallacy of thig reasoning is ap 
parent when the fact is recalled that 
upon tacit international agreement 
rests the value of gold itself, and 
that the value of gold for other pur- 
poses than for coin is regulated by 
‘the coin-value of the metal. Interna- 
tional agreement, if generally adopted 
and adhered to, would be as potent 
to regulate the value of silver as that 
of gold. It all the nations of the 
earth would unite in recognizing a 
ratio of value for silver, with 
mmrestricted coinage, the price of sil- 
wer would be stable, and its minting 
walue would determine its precise 


one nation alone cannot. maintain an 
arbitrary value for silver, all the na- 


commercial nations, could do so if 
they would but agree to act in con- 
cert and to abide by their agreements. 


C. W. Ashford, one of the plotters 
against the Hawaiian government, 
who was recently deported from the 
islands, tells a tale of woe in a Toronto 
paper. The burden of his plaint is 
that the government has kept in very 
close surveillance the persons  sus- 
pected of treasonable intentions, and 
that orders were given that such per- 
sons should be shot upon their par- 
ticipation in a revolt. From Ashford’s 


own statement it appears that the Dole 


government was justified in this 
course, in order to protect itself 
against revolution. He says that most 
of the enemies of the government 
among the foreign population were 


their treason against the government. 
Whether Englishmen or Patagonians, 


under which they were living was 
treasonable to that government. Any 
government is obliged to protect itself 
against treason or go down before it. 
In attempting to plead his cause 
against Hawaii, Ashford gives con- 
vincing evidence that his deportation 
was a wise and lenient action on the 
part of the Dole government. 


Reports from Cuba are very contra- 
‘dictory’ and therefore unreliable. But 


it is evident that the revolt is far more 
formidable than the Spanish authori- 
ties are willing to admit. The Spän- 
ish forces sent thither to put down the 
rebellion are not very enthusiastic. 
They lack the esprit du corps necessary 
to the best results, and, besides, the 
climate does not agree with them, and 
greatly reduces their effective strength 
through sickness and death. If the 
report be true that Gomez has as- 
sumed the leadership of the insurgent 
forces, the rebellion is likely to prove 
very formidable, and may result in 
Cuban independence. The next step 
would probably be an application 
from Cuba for annexation to the 
United States. Cuba is rich in agri- 
cultural and other resources, and 
would prove a very valuable acquisi- 
tion to the United States. 


Chicago is bound to keep up its rep- 
utation for doing things in a hurry. 
It is not more than a week ago that 
the dispatches were reporting the 
weathér there as being so bitterly cold 
as to make it necessary for the inhab- 
itants to carry portable heated stoves 
in their pockets to insure them against 
being frozen to death. Dispatches 
yesterday report now the other ex- 
treme. They state that the weather 
has made a sudden plunge into “dog 
days,“ the mercury having elimbed up 
to 77 deg. and that if it continues to 
climb the Georgian costume, consist- 
ing of a shirt collar and a pair of 
spurs, will be in order. 


(San Francisco Call) The climate 
is doing its best to furnish flowers 
for the southern festivals, and the 
decorators will have ‘hardly anything 
to do except to pick and arrange what 
nature gives. 3

AT THE PLAYHOUSES. 
LOS ANGELES THBATER.—The play 


| with a purpose is strongly in evidence when 


“The Profligate“ takes the boards. To be 
sure, the skating is on thin ice much of 
‘the time—in fact the ice is so very thin 


in some places that the looker-on, if he 


be of a nervous temperament, is apt to 
scringe a bit and to wonder if the skaters 
will not, sooner or later, strike an air-hole 
and go down out of sight. To drop hyper- 
bole, Mr. Pimero’s  cleverly-constructed 
play is a study in the breaking of the 
seventh commandment, a theme which 
seems to fascinate the fin de siecle dra- 
matist, especially those of the cult of Lon- 
don. It contains not one profligate, but a 
brace of them—one a Lord Dangars, who 
mocks at matrimony and sheds a wife 
with as little feeling as a meadow lark 
moults his feathers. The other is a young 
rounder, Dunstan Renshaw, who has 
trotted the pace and scattered oats of the 
bronco variety all the way from London 
town to Lancashire, or some other pastoral 
section of England, where dwells the simple 
village maid, who is such easy prey, in 
the drama, for that class of wrong-doers. 

The latter profligate is the particular 
one who gives the play its title, and is its 
hero. The other one is found wedding him- 
self to a young woman with too little 
force of character to resist her forceful 
mother, who proposes to acquire a lord in 
the family or know the reason Why. 

Dunstan Renshaw, the dominant profli-. 
gate, weds a pure and beautiful girl, a 
girl so guileless as to seem but Little lower 
than the angels. She worships her hus- 
band, and looks up to him as the highest 
and holiest type of manhood, but in six 
short weeks she stumbles over her idol’s 
feet of clay and is rudely awakened from 
her rosy dream. The sad awakening is 
caused by the appearance of one of his 
victims on the scene of action, and, by the 
way, it is an intensely interesting scene 
as Mr. Pinero has planned it, and as Miss 
Burroughs, the unhappy bride, and those 
about her, played it last night. 

The vital point in the drama, the lesson 
it contains, is that the sower.of wild oats 
must surely reap the usual harvest, and 
Dunstan Renshaw does this, for, although 
he wedded Leslie Brudenell more as a 
frolic than as a question of serious mo- 
ment, he shortly learns to love her with 
an overmastering passion, only to lose 
her because of the exposure of his profli- 
gacy. Amid these perplexities and sor- 
rows there are others. A young lawyer (so- 
licitors, they call them over in the land of 
Pinero,) one Hugh Murray (Mr. Massen) 
is secretly in love with the heroine, but 
she only discovers his passion by acci- 
dent. Then the heroine has a brother 
who falls desperately in love with the 
hero’s early victim from the back country, 
so one may easily understand that there 
is a very surfeit of sorrow. Finally, ‘as. 
Dunstan Renshaw has a poisoned draught 
at his lips to end his broken existence, the 
wife comes upon the scene, through the 
intermediation of the hapless solicitor, and 
takes him back to begin life over again. 
The young brother and the country maid, 
Janet Preece, are left to the fortunes of 
chance, and thus ends the tale. 

Miss Burroughs could not be other than 
sweet, gracious, womanly and engaging in 
any role she assumes. As Leslie Brudenell, 
the wife, she is a picture of beauty, a 
dream of fair woman, the beau Ideal of a 
wedded sweetheart. Her playing is full 
of gentle grace, and replete with exquisite 
touches of pathos. The scene in which she 
learns of her husband’s past is the strong- 
est in the play, and when she wavers like 
a reed in the wind, and falls fainting 
prone upon the stage, there are sobbing 
women in the audience; and the glitter of 
tears on many a manly cheek. 

The strong impression made by John E. 
Kellerd as Judah Lewelling in “Judah,” 
was intensified by his great work as Dun- 
stan Renshaw. He is an actor who knows 
the value of reposefulness; one, indeed, 
who evidently mixes brains with the play- 
wright’s lines. He has a fine voice, and 
uses it in the crescendo with telling ef- 
fect. In a word, he is an earnest, pains- 
taking, .conscientious player, who has a 
keen appreciation of the lights and shad- 
ows of his roles, and makes them vivid 
with masterly touches. Louis Masson 


played the part of the London lawyer with | 
an easy grace and a manliness that was 


charming to a degree. Eleanor Perry has. 
much ability in the emotional, and made a 
most praiseworthy Janet Preece. Theo M. 
Brown was excellent as Wilfred Brudenell, 
and Kate Lester and Marion Abbot ap- 
peared to fine advantage as Mrs. Stone- 
hay and her daughter, respectively. 

As a whole, the company is better fitted 
for “The Profligate’ than they are for 
“Judah,” and the frequent calls for the 
curtain last night were deserved compli- 
ments to a well-wrought-out performance. 
“The Profligate“ will be repeated again 
this afternoon and tonight. 


MUSICAL MENTION. 


A good concert was given at the First 
Baptist Church last evening, under ‘the 
direction of Edward Haines Clark, as- 
sisted by Miss Bernice Holmes, Mrs. Carrie

Another Day. of Their Great 
Meeting at Whittier. 


Secret Societies Were Denounced las 
Worldly Organizations and 
Supremely Selfish. is 
The Majority of People Strangers to 
the Bible—No Reason for Ad- 
ministering an Oath—Elo- 
quent Speakers. 


“ WHITTIER, March 29.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) On Thursday the afternoon 
session of the Friends’ meeting came to 
order as promptly as usual, with Prof. 
John Chawner in the chair, as the pre- 
siding clerk was unable to be present. 
The meeting was opened with a service 
of song, led by C. ©. Reynolds. Prof. 
Chawner offered the prayer, and an- 
nounced that the principal subject of the 
afternoon would be the condition of the 
‘church. J. F. Hanson of South Dakota 
was the first speaker, and took for his 
theme the Picked Men’’ who do the work 
of God. He. exhorted those present to 
consider themselves “sanctified to God 
as a test,” and selected by Him as faith- 
ful disciples. He denounced secret organ- 
izations, as far as Quakers are concerned, 
for the reason that they are worldly or- 
ganizations and supremely selfish, and 
solemnly warned the young men of the 
society to avoid joining them. He de- 
plored the ignorance whieh exists concern- 
ing the word of God, and declared that 
the majority of people are strangers to 
the Bible; unskilled in the use of the 
word, and therefore not fitting instru- 
ments of the Most High. 

William G. Hubbard of Columbus, O., 
spoke briefly upon the subject of oaths, 
treating the theme according to the strict 
Quaker idea which is that there is only 
one standard of truth; that all judicial 


‘or solemn oaths set up false and unneces- 


sary standards, and for that reason are 
directly forbidden in the sermon on the 
mount. Mr. Hubbard cited the exper- 
lence of Quakers who hold office, exem- 
plifying by his own, and declared that ro 
consistent Friend ever takes or adminis- , 
ters an oath, simply “qualifying” or taking 
an affirmation in the place of it. He gave 
rather a startling origin to the usual 
form of oath “So help me God.“ which, 
he declared, grew out of May God damn 
my soul in hell,” as a penalty for break- 
ing the conditions of the oath. 

In the opinion of the Friends, there. is 
no reason or excuse for the administration. 
of an oath; and the use of it in any form 
is a direct violation of the commands of 
God 


Mary E. K. Edwards of Oregon then 
rose, taking for her text, This ought ye 
have done and not left the other undone,”’ 
and delivered a stirring speech upon the 
subject of family worship. The speaker 
declared that the altar at home is the vital 
point of Christian life, and that in the 


true Christian training of the children lies | 


the future interests of the church. 

Mrs. Edwards spoke of the force of 
heredity and environment, and said that 
the true training of a human being ought 
to commence a century before his birth. 
Family worship occupies the most sacred 
hour of the day, and ts a safeguard against 
sin and temptation for all who have to 


face the world. The prayer in the closet 


is important, being the secret life with 
God, but. open family worship purifies the 


home life at its souree, and through this 


insures the purification of thé ‘world. Mrs. 
Edwards spoke very fervently, and was 
met by a warm response from the audi- 
ence; 

A brief speech upon the general line of 
thought which prevailed throughout the 
meeting, was delivered by Elwood Ha- 
worth of Indiana; and Jane B. Votaw of 
Oregon rose and talked so earnestly to 
those before her that many were moved 
to tears. Her theme was loyalty; stead- 
fast clinging to the rock of salvation, and 
loyalty to the church, to the parents who, 
having borne the burden and heat of the 
day, now need the loving sympathy and 
care of their children, and to one another 


throughout the whole community. The 


speaker’s voice was choked with tears as 
she pleaded with the friends about her to 


-“eling to the rock,“ illustrating her point 
with the example of the abalone, that 
dies when detached from the rock which 


gives it life. 
Elwood Scott of Oregon spoke at some 


‘length upon the subject of faithful at- 
‘tendance to duties, and 


uties exhorted the 
friends about him to see that the meetings 
were well kept up, and to fight against 
the dangerous laxity that sometimes 
threatened to prevail. He lamented tke 
many meetings that were suffered to die 


out from neglect, and declared that, as

Joseph Storrs Fry is a bachelor, and, 
when rallied by his American guest upon 
his state of single-blessedness, he took 
him into the huge cocoa manufactory, 
where a thousand women were at work, 
and solemnly inquired, ‘‘Friend Scott, does 
thee really think I need another?” 

This good man cares for the spiritual 
and temporal welfare of his employees as 
though they were his children. There is a 
large chapel in the factary, and every day 
the 1500 employees assemble for a brief 
service. In Mr. Fry’s own house the serv- 
ants are called in for worship twice a 
day, and the master’s guiding hand is felt 
everywhere throughout the vast establish- 
ment. Mr. Scott spoke most gratefully and 
touchingly of the constant and beautiful 
attention of the great manufacturer to his 
guest and the many evidences of the gen- 
tlest consideration which went far towards 
making this English house seem a verit- 
able home to the American. 

Rebecca J. Pickering of Chicago then 
talked for a little while, supplementing 
the remarks of Mrs. Votaw upon loyalty, 
and.Mary Moon Meredith, the well-known 
preacher from Indiana, spoke a few words 
of hearty congratulation to the newly-es- 
tablished yearly meeting, and dwelt ear- 
nestly and eloquently upon the themes 
touched by the speakers preceding her. 

She strongly urged increased’ Bible

of accounting nothing too small to be 
worth praying for.

He once 
went to a demoralized little tewn and was 
given permission to preach in the little 
Methodist church. When the time for open- 
ing the. services arrived the key was 
found to be a mile out in the country, and 
the only man who volunteered to get it 
wes a drunken old Universalist, just 
drunk enough to say thee,) as Mr. 

quaimily put it. When the church 
was finally opened, the revival services 
began with a congregation of just eix 
people, including the bibulous and accom- 
modating Universalist. The preacher lim- 
ited himself as to time, only preaching 
an hour and a half,“ as he said, regret- 
fully, and the close of the sermon found 
only the inexhaustible Universalist in the 
building. Next. morning the revivalist 
went on a new ‘tack, summoned the boys 
of the village and gave them a most con- 
genial tusk by directing them to pervade 
the whole neighborhood with wild shouts 
of The Quakers have come to town, and 
they are going to preach tonight in the 
old Methodist church.“ The news thus 
sent around, per small-boy express, spread 
like wildfire, and resulted in an audience 
of 600. Before the Quakers left town they 


had established a church with 300 members. 


This anecdote pointed an earnest ex- 
hertation to “get enthusiasm from heaven 
and the Holy Ghost,“ and impress upon 
every one the fact that the Quakers 
have come to California, sure enough, and 
mean to save every sinner they can 
reach.“ 

Rey. J. Bunker, the pgstor of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church in Whittier, was 
then invited to address the meeting, and 
gave the Quakers a warm welcome to 
Whittier, with hearty congratulations upon 
the organization of the California yearly 
meeting. He spoke of the many reasons 
he had for considering a true Quaker the 
embodiment nof peace, love, truth, gentle- 


‘ness and the power of the Holy Ghost, 


and pronounced a fervent blessing upon 

After the speeches one of the nominating 
committees reported the name of Irwin H.

Indiana, preached f the text And He 
called the name of the place Bethel,“ Gen- 
esis xxviii, 19. The evangelist based his 
sermon upon ‘tthe beautiful old story of 
Jacob’s conversion and dream, as typical 
of the transformations which are con- 
stantly taking place throughout nature, 
and of the instantaneous conversion which 
is the only true turning to God. By this: 
conversion man receives more through. 
grace than was lost in the fall, and for- 
giveness of sin is simultaneous with the 
complete self-surrender which makes it 
possible. The sin and sorrow of Jacob is 
typical of that of all mankind, and the 
glorious transformation which created Is- 
rael; the man of God is possible to every 
human soul. In exquisite metaphors. Dr.“ 
Meredith wove the story of the vision into 
a prefiguration of the redemption. The 
ladder between earth and heaven foreshad- 
owed the divine mission of the Christ. 
The awful chasm created by sin is 
bridged by the atonement of our Saviour, 
and His humanity is the end of the lad- 
der which rests upon the earth, while His 
divinity reaches to the throne of God and 
prepares the way for all mankind. This 
heavenly ladder reaches all the way, but 
some blind and foolish mortals cut off the 
„heaven end” by denying the divinity of 
the Redeemer. 

Another beautiful figure of speech re- 
ferred to the driving of the silver .spike 
which bound the extremes of this great 
continent together with a band of steel. 
In a vivid picture given of the crucifixion, 
the spikes driven into the hands of our 
Lord, completed the bond between heaven 
and earth, a bond never to be broken. 

The vision of Jacob was given and re- 
corded in order to inspire confidence in 
‘the minds of the children of God, and an- 
gels were sent to make the trial trip that 
all men might have courage to follow. 

The speaker closed with a magnificent 
picture of trimphant Christianity, and his 
wife, Mary Moon Meredith, broke the si- 
lence that followed with a song so sweet 
and strange, so weird in effect that the 
audience sat breathfess under the spell of 
her voice. A prayer service followed, con- 
ducted by Mrs. Meredith, and the meeting 
was adjourned at a late hour. 

FRIDAY MORNING SESSION. 

Tho 8 o’clock devotional meeting on Fri- 
day morning was distinctly revivalistic in 
character, and seventy-eight testimonies 
were given. The interest is growing daily. 
At 10 a.m. the regular morning session 
was opened with song and scripture-read- 
ing by Elwood Scott, who then remarked 
upon the chapter. 

J. W. Hansen then delivered a short ad- 
dress upon the dangers of wrong doctrine, 
which was followed by the reading of the 
minutes.

EXPERIENCE OF A PASSENGER 
ON THE SCHOONER VINE. 


He Came to Los Angeles to Get Away 


from Evil Associations—He 
Tells Much, but not 
All About It. 


terious cruise from San Francisco Jan- 
uary 29, arrived in this city from Guay- 
mas, Mex., yesterday evening. Mr. Piercy 
proceeded at once to take a Turkish bath 


to renew himself after months of travel, 


and while there he entertained a Times 
reporter with an account of his voyage. 

A great deal of speculation was indulged 
in by the San Francisco papers at the 
time of the sailing of the Vine, as to her 
destination and the object of her cruise. 
Oné story was that she was going to carry 
a cargo of arms and ammunition to the 
revolutionists in Hawaii. Another roport 
was that she was going to ship arms for 
revolutionists in Mexico or Central Amer- 
ica. The trouble then pending between 
Mexico and Guatemala made the latter 


theory seem plausible. ; 

Capt. John E. Burns, the owner of the 
vessel, advertised that she was simply 
going on a pleasure and trading cruise 
to the South Sea islands, The route 
mapped out was via Hawaii to the Mar- 
quesas, Union, Ellice, Gilbert and Mar- 
shall islands and return to San Fran- 
cisco, making a total voyage of about 
10,000 miles. Passengers were solicited at 
$4 per day. The only passenger listed, 
however, was Mr. Piercy, a wealthy citi-: 
zen of San Jose. Sand, 

The Vine left San Francisco January 20, 
Capt. Burns in command. When a few 
days out she encountered a storm and lost 
a good portion of her rigging. She was 
therefore compelled to return to port to 
be refitted. The second start was made 
January 29; Capt. Burns, the proprietor, 
did not accompany her, the schooner being 
in command of Capt. Small. Besides the 
captain there was aboard a crew of five 
men, a cook, a steward and the one lone 
passenger. | 

The secrecy observed by the owner of 
the vessel in fitting and loading her for 
sea caused her to be spoken of as “the 
mysterious’ schooner Vine.“ Mr. Piercy 
says the adjective mysterious is a well 
deserved qualification. The vessel had not 
proceeded far on her way, he asserts, till 
he discovered he had been deceived. It 
soon became apparent to him that it was 
not the intention to cruise among the 
South Sea islands at all, as he had been 
led to believe. But the real destination 
of the craft or the object of the cruise 
he was never able to find out. 

But for the staunch build of the 
schooner, Mr. Piercy says, she would 
have been bottom up long ago, for the 
captain and crew were entirely incompe- 
tent to navigate her. The five alleged 
able-bodied seamen were mere land lub- 
bers, three of whom worked for their 
board and the other two got only $10 a 
month. In order to save his own life and 
the lives of the eight other people aboard, 
the passenger had to turn sailor and work 
like a galley slave throughout the voyage. 

The first landing place was San Blas. 
Here the vessel lay eight days and the 
crew deserted, but the Mexican officials 
arrested them and returned them aboard 
the vessel. Mr.. Piercy was so disgusted 
with the trip by this time that he would 
have left the schooner himself and pro- 
ceeded home by land, but he found that he 
would have to travel many miles by stage 
and that it was worth a man's life to at- 
tempt the journey. He therefore stayed 
with the craft which proceeded to Guay- 
mas. 
From San Blas to Guaymas is 460 miles, 
and the trip should be made in eight days 
by sail, but owing to mismanagemen: by 
Capt. Small and the mutiny of the crew, 
they were twenty-fou* days in making the 
voyage, covering during that tims at ‘east 
1500 miles. Just before reaching Guaymas 
the schooner encountered a storm which 
raged four days, and which the vessel out- 
rode only through her excellent seagoing 
qualities. 

On arriving at Guaymas it was found 
that Capt. Burns had preceded the vessel 
to that point by rail. Mr. Piercy, tmme- 
diately ou seeing him, demanded an ex- 
planation of the deception practiced on 
him, but was unable to secure it. He also 
demanded a settle with Burns, and served 
notice of his intention to quit the vessel. 
Burns invoked the aid of the Mexican au- 
thorities to compel him to continue the

JUDGE VAN DYKE’S) DECISION 
EXEMPTS A STOCKHOLDER. 


An Attempt to Hold a Stockholder 
Responsible for a Debt Con- 
tracted Before He Became 
Such, Frustrated. 


Judge Van Dyke rendered his decision 
late yesterday afternoon in the case of B. 
Gordon et al., vs. Poindexter Dunn et al., 
an action artsing out of the collapse of the 
defunct City Bank, judgment being or- 
dered for the defendant, S. Muansfie:d, for 
the reasons given in the following written 
opinion filed therein: 

The portion of this action now under 
consideration relates to a claim assigned 
to the plaintiff by one J. B. Howald, a 
creditor of the late City Bank, in the sum 
of $10,000, against the defendant, S. Mans- 
field, for his proportion of Mability as to 
such claims as a stockholder in said bank. 
Defendant Mansfield became a stockholder 
in said bank on December 15, 1890, and 
continued such up to the time it ceased 
to do business, holding 100 shares of the 
1000 shares of the capital stock of said 
bank, during said period. For some time 
prior to the date that said defendant 
Mansfield became a stockholder, the as- 
signor of the claim, Howald, was a depos- 
itor in said bank and had to his credit as 
such depositor at that time the sum of 
$10,000 and upward. This condition of af- 
fairs continued up to March 3, 1892. On 
that date, as appears by the books of the 


Howald, subject to check, $6548, and evi- 
by certificate of deposit $5000, mak- 
ing $11,548, for which amount a draft was 
drawn on that day in favor of A. D. Chil- 
dress, president of said bank, on the Han- 
over National Bank of New York, and the 
certificate of deposit for $5000 was surren- 
dered by Howald, and he drew a check for 
the $6548. On the 16th of the same month 
of March the draft on New York to the 
ordér of Childress was canceled, and How- 
ald was then credited on the books of the 
bank for the two amounts above men- 
tioned, towit, $5000 and $6548. 
“Childress, by deposition, testi 


parties that the draft should ever be pre- 
sented or paid, or the money should ever 
be drawn by the draft, and it appears that 
the draft never was used, but held by 
Childress until canceled, as stated. The 
object of the transaction was to enable 
Howald to avoid the payment of taxes on 
the money. By the transaction mentioned 


the first Monday in March, when the lien 
for taxes attached, Howald had no monty 
on deposit against which taxes could be 
levied or assessed. As a matter of fact, 
no money was paid out by the bank on 
March 3, or received by it on March 16.

BIG LAWSUIT. 

The New York World is a Principal 
Defendant. 


POMONA, March 29. — (Special Corre- 
spondence.) ‘The taking of the testimony 


in the case of Henry A. Root, of Helena, 


Mont., against the Press Publishing Com- 


‘| pany ef New York, is nearly finished, after 


a siege of ten days upon sixteen witnesses. 
The complaint alleges that the New York 
World, with other New York and Chicago 
newspapers, durihg the month of March, 
1893, published a series of articles dated 
from Chicago, Ney York; Helena and Po- 
mona, stating that the estate of H. W. 
Dixon, an adjudged lunatic in the guardian- 
Ship of the plaintiff, Root, had béen dissi- 
‘pated to the amount of about $200,000 be- 
tween the years 1883 and 1893, and that 
Root had been damaged in character and 
good name by such publication to the 
amount of $100,000. Whereupon he started 
suit. The New York papers have clubbed 
together, and, backed by the brother of 
the lunatic (Dixom) have decided to test 
Mr. Root’s charge of libel by a test case 
with the Press Publishing Company of New 
York. The company answers to the com- 
plaint that Henry A. Root has not only 
wronged his insane ward (Dixon) of over 
$200,000, but that only $20,000 of the $247,- 
000, received by Root as trustee im May, 
1883, can now be found, and that Root was 
served in Chicago with a notice of proceed- 
ings to compel him to make an accounting 
of the Dixon estate in December, 1892; that 
he (Root) got his ward (Dixon) somewhere 
in Illinois a day or two later than that 
service, and, with his ward, made a hasty 
trip to Pomona; that here an old friend 
of Root, one Morris M. Dewey, was hunted 
up on Sunday and innocently made a tem- 
porary keeper or watcher of the lunatic 
Dixon, while the plaintiff (Root) hastened 
back to the Auditorium Hotel in Chicago, 
and then and there declared he did not 
know what had become of Dixon or where 
he was. 

The testimony in Pomona thus far has 
been taken by the prosecution. It has been 
to the effect that Root and Dixon came 
here on January 1, 1893, and that Dixon 
lived on less than a week while here 
at the house of W. R. Godwin, a ranch 
laborer, on Fourth street. There are va- 
rious opinions as to his insanity, as shown 
during his residence in Pomona, and to 
the way that he (Dixon, the heir of a 
princely fortune,) lived in this place. All 
testify that he was a genial, uncomplain- 
ing man, who spent his time in reading 
and walking about Pomona. Two wit- 
nesses have sworn that, on or about 
April 5, 1893, Dixon attempted to escape 
from Pomona and go to New York, but 
was overtaken before he (Dixon) had 
reached the North Pomona station, and 
was made to return to Pomona. Subse- 
quently he was started on the Southern 
Pacific from Los Angeles by Mr. Dewey 
for Helena, Mont., where the plaintiff 
(Root) lives, but for some reason Dixon 
gave Root the slip and fled to the home 
of his brother, James Dixon, in Flushing, 
N 


. 

There has been some attempt to show 
what Dixon said about the way he had 
been treated by his guardian, but, such 
testimony has been ruled out because of its 
incompetency. All of Dixon’s expressed 
opinions while here are met with quick 
objections, wherever an attempt is made 
to introduce the same. This has been the 
best attended legal proceeding in Pomona 
in a long time, and, owing to the promi- 
nence and wealth of the parties in the ac- 
tion it has been out of the usual order of 
legal affairs here. W. A. Bell is local at- 
torney for the Press Publishing Company, 
and Frank Lewis for the plaintiff, Henry 
A. Root. It may be added here that the 
Associated Press reports, as published in 
The Times for Thursday of this week. say 
that Mr. Root is one of the principal heirs 
to the estate of Andrew J. Davis, who 
made a fortune of $3,000,000 in mines in 
Montana and died intestate there several 


years ago.
